AND TAX RATE. 


The following table, Allowing I he 
amount of tnxnhlo property in Ama­ 
dor county for the past llfteen years, 
together with the tax rate for eHch 
year, will be of interest to onr read­ 
ers. The iignres nre taken from the 
auditor’s 
records 
showing 
the 
amount charged to the tax collector 
fpr the years named, 
lho figures are 
significant, showing bow the assess­ 
ment roll has been swollen, mainly 
by arbitrary moreaso by the assessors, 
to moro than oue-tourth more than 
it was over n decade ago, but the rate 
of taxation has remained about tbo 
same. Of course that means that the 
property 
holders are paying one- 
fourth more than formerly for the 
maintenance of the local government. 
It is undeniable that property values 
have not increased in any such ratio. 
Indeed, it is doubtful whether oil the 
whole there has been any increase in 
the period under consideration. The 
population has decreased rulher than 
increased.

Ernest ¡ápagnoli, who made his 
debut in the legal profession only a 
few months ago, has already been 
connected with several important 
cases in San Francisco, where he is.

laud cannot be ussessed. But as soon 
as Dual proot has been made, and 
tinal receipt issued tbe laud then be­ 
comes subjeot to locul taxation. Now 
if the listing of all patents issued 
relating to lauds in Amador county, 
bus tiie effect of securiug tno placing 
upon the assessment roil of a num ­ 
ber of agricultural or miuerul appli­ 
cations of this character, it will be 
a distinct gain, aud more than otfset 
tbe cost ot looking into this matter.

MINING NOTES. 


Gold lop. —This gravel property at 
Pine Grove, formerly known as tbe 
Wboeler claim, is to be worked the 
coming season, preparations are beiug 
made to operate by running a tunnel 
under the town site in search of the 
auriferous gravel. 
Mitchell,—The Craumer Bros, fin­ 
ished a tew days ago a run of four 
days in their two-stamp mill of 
about twenty tons of rook taken from 
near the surface of the Mitchell mine 
near Fine Grove. 
The product was 
very gratifying, the amount of gold 
obtained being, so we are informed, 
8300. Reckoning the capacity ot the 
mill at 2 m tons per stamp per day, 
this would give au average yield of 
815 per ton. 
Tho Cranmer boys have 
been working ou tbe surface, and 
discovered a new ledge from whicb 
this ricb rook was taken. 
They are 
now possessed of the means to open 
tbe property below the old workings. 
They are very much encouraged at 
the outlook, and hope to succeed in 
getting capitalists to take hold aud 
develop the mine on a larger scale 
than they can do single-handed.

A Duck-Hunting Expedition 


The Jackson brewery uses a gieat 
many boxes for bottled beer, divided 
into oompartmeuts according to the 
number of bottles to be held. 
There 
is muob work connected with the 
manufacture of these boxes. 
Here­ 
tofore John Strohm has ordered them 
from outside Hrins, as he was Dot 
aware that they could he made at tho 
same cost by local workmen. 
Re­ 
cently, however, he has placed au 
order of 2UU boxes, of four dozen 
capacity, with Garbarini Bro3., of the 
Juoksou machine shop. 
They are 
making preparations to start ou the 
job at onpe. For this purpose they 
are putting together the plauer, 
formerly used in the oid Jiutterlield 
mill, aud which they purchased about 
a yeai ago. 
Mountain pine lumber 
is to be used in the construction ot 
the boxes. 
Strohm expects to make 
a small saving in having them made 
boro, as weD as to encourage home 
industry. Ho manifests u commend­ 
able spirit in this order, and if ail 
who are dependent upon tho citizens 
of this vicinity for their support 
would show a like consideration for 
local industries Jackson would he u 
material gainer thereby.

Garbarini and Wm. C. 
Hess returned from a duck-hunting 
expedition last Friday. 
They left 
here the Monday previous, and at 
Sacramento were joined by T. 
K. 
Norman. Thence the trio proceeded 
up the Sacramento river iu the vicin­ 
ity of Gridley, which they were.in­ 
formed was teeming with game. They 
were not disappointed. The hunting 
grounds were eleven miles from the 
nearest shipping point, so that they 
were limited to one day’s bag of 
game, or 35 ducks per man. 
The 
game Jaw prohibits a man having 
more thau 35 ducks iu his possession 
at one time. He can ship that num­ 
ber each day, but must not be found 
with more than the day’s limit upon 
him. Tho hunters easily bagged the 
limit. 
Wild geese were there in 
countless numbers. When they rose 
from tiie ground they darkened the 
heavens, aud the noise of their hap­ 
ping wings was equal to that made by 
a thousand-stamp quartz mill. Along 
the overflow lands of tho ¡Sacramento 
valley is the winter home of these 
birds. There is no Jim it placed by 
the game laws upon their destruction 
ou account of the huvoo they make 
upon the grain Helds. As a rule, they 
are not molested to any great extent 
by buuters far removed from a ship­ 
ping point. There is little sport iu 
shooting them, for the rnasou tbat 
two or three is about all that a man 
can pack. Bo the

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T H A T C U R T A IL E D PRIN TIN G B IL L 


The manner in which the plain mandate of law is evaded 
was signally illustrated in the action of the board of super­ 
visors at their last meeting in regard to the printing bill of 
the Amadoa Dispatch. The Dispatch put in a billtof $729.70 
for certain printing supplies, mainly election printing and 
supplies. 
Among other items was the printing of the great 
register, for which a charge of $228.70 was made. The estab­ 
lished rate for this work, according to the revised schedule 
adopted last spring, was five cents per name. T his was a cut 
of one-half from the price heretofore allowed. 
But the bill 
of the Dispatch was put in at the old rate—or ten cents per 
name. 
That is to say, a claim for extra work was made, 
which amounted to five cents per name. The basis of this ex­ 
tra charge was the fact that under a law passed by the last 
legislature one extra column was added to the printed index, 
namely the column stating the occupation of the voters. 
So 
that for this one column our cotemporary charged as much 
as all the other work put together. 
The rate of five cents 
was fixed long after the law requiring the additional column 
was passed. 
The editor of the Ledger was instrumental in 
fixing the reduced rate. 
He admitted before the board that 
when he named that rate he was ignorant of the change in the 
law requiring the additional column, making six columns in­ 
stead of five, as before. He also told them that he would have 
considered himself bound by the rate established, and would 
have made no additional charge for the additional column, 
had the work been submitted to him. 
The law on this subject provides as follows: 
The board shall annually fix the price at which 
the county shall be supplied with job printing and 
blank books, from a schedule prepared by the clerk 
of the board showing all blanks and blank books 
used 1:1 several offices and departments, and also the 
price of all county advertising; and each county 
officers shall procure such blank books, job print­ 
ing, and advertising required for the proper dis­ 
charge of his official duties, such printing and 
advertising to be done by such person or newspaper 
as such county officer may designate at a price no 
greater than is so fixed, and certify the bill therefor 
to the Board of Supervisors. 
Under this provision the duty of the officer having charge 
of this matter was to get the work done at the established 
rate, if he could do so. 
He was left 110 discretion. 
If the 
printing office of his choice refused to do the job at the price, 
he, in justice to the ^taxpayers, and in compliance with the 
spirit of this law, was supposed to ascertain whether it could 
be done elsewhere. If it does not mean this the law is a sham 
and a farce. 
No county official is empowered to pile up costs 
against the couuty simply to bolster up political friends. 
And this great register was given to the Dispatch without 
any arrangement as to the price, other that the established 
schedule, and without consulting other printers. 
And the 
Dispatch after doing the work on this lay-out, puts in a bill 
of ten cents per name instead of five. 
And the board of 
supervisors, without seeking information to find out the real 
value of the extra work—assuming it to be extra— allowed 
$50 for that single column. 
T h is allowance was nearly one- 
half the total cost of balance of the job. 
As a matter of fact, 
the work involved was not one-twelfth part of the entire job. 
And while the printer put in a gouging bill for $ 1 1 4 for this 
extra work, as he claimed it to be, the board cut it downto 
$50. 
The truth is he would have been well paid had the 
allowance been less than one-third that sum. 
The facts point strongly to favoritism for partisan motives. 
It is in striking contrast to action of the board in some mat­ 
ters in which the Ledger has been coucerned. 
W e doubt if 
any careful business man would conduct his own private buai- 
uess along such lines. 
It is hoped this example is not to be 
considered a precedent for the coming four years of democratic 
supremacy on the board of supervisors.

LAND OF THE CROSSBOW, 


T h « 
Deadly Poisoned 
A rro w s of the 
Lissoo Sharpshooters. 
On (ho wild frontier between China 
unci British Burma Is a barbaron» tribe 
which has uo civilized supervision. 
George Forrest, nn E nglish traveler, 
thus describes (he ch ief weapon of 
th e s e people: "If I had to nuRgrst a 
title for a book on th e upper Stilwln I 
should call It 'The L and of the Cross­ 
bow,' which Is the characteristic weap­ 
on of the country and the I.issoo tribe. 
Every Lissoo with any pretensions lo 
elilc possesses at least tw o of these 
weapons -one for everyday use In hunt­ 
ing, the other for w ar. 
Thfc little chil­ 
dren piny with m iniature crossbows. 
The men never leave th e ir huts for any 
purpose whatever w ith o u t their cross- 
bowB. 
When they go to sleep the ’nu- 
kung' is hung over th e ir heads, and 
when they die It Is hung over their 
graves. Tho largest crossbow s have a 
spnn of fully five foot and require n 
pull of fully thirty-live pounds to string 
them . The bow Is m ade of a species of 
wild mulberry of g rea t toughness and 
flexibility. 
The stock, som e four feet 
long in the war bows, is usually of 
wild plum wood. 
T he string is of 
plaited hemp and the trig g er of bone. 
T he nrrow, of sixteen 
to eighteen 
inches, Is of split bam boo about four 
tim es the thickness o f an ordinary 
knitting needle, hardened and pointed. 
The actual point is b are for a quarter 
to one-third of an inch, then for fully 
nn Inch the arrow is strip p ed to half its 
thickness, and on this portion poison is 
placed. 
“The poison is invariably a decoction 
expressed from the tu b e rs of n species 
of uconitum which grow s on those 
ranges at nn altitude o f 8,000 to 10,000 
feet. 
The poison is m ixed w ith resin 
or some vegetable gum to tho consist­ 
ency of putty and is th e n sm eared 011 
the notched point. Tho ‘feath er’ Is sup­ 
plied by a strip of bnm boo leaf folded 
into a triangular form and tied in a 
notch a t tho end of the arrow , with the 
point of the angle o utw ard. 
The re­ 
duction in thickness 
of the arrow 
w here the poison Is placed causes the 
point to break off in th e body of any 
one whom It strikes, an d , as each car­ 
ries enough poison to kill a cart horse, 
a wound is invarinbly fata l. 
Free and 
Im m ediate incision is th e usual remedy 
when wounded on a lim b or fleshy part 
of the body, but at C hengka the uncle 
of the Lnowo chief show ed us a prep­ 
aration which resem bled opium dross 
and which he said w as an effective 
antidote. 
"W ith few exceptions the Lissoo 
seemed to us to be a rra n t cowards, 
b u t the crossbow and poisoned arrow 
are certainly most diabolical weapons. 
An nrrow from a w ar bow will pierce 
a deal board an inch th ick a t seventy 
or eighty yards. 
Some of the Tsekou 
natives were so expert th a t they could 
h it a mark four inches in diam eter re­ 
peatedly at sixty to eighty yards. 
As 
no one goes anyw here 
w ithout his 
crossbow and his bearskin quiver full 
o f poisoned arrows and as every vil­ 
lage is at feud with ev ery other vil­ 
lage mutual suspicion 
is inevitable. 
In open fight the Lissoo are usually 
carefu l to keep at a respectful distance 
from each other and behind oxhide 
shields which protect th e w hole of the 
body. 
But if battle is rare, murder 
and sudden death by am bush in the 
jungle are common.”
